BEEF ANDPORK LOWER. 


Prices of Meat Decrease Twen- 


ty Per Cent During the 


Last Year. 


TNew York Evening World.] 


Tiie cost of living is trending down- 


ward. Anxious heads of large fam- 
ilies, persons who put up the coin lor 
groceries and moat, men who havi 
l'(:cn frightened .by the aear approach 
of Christinas with 
its 
-consequen 


outlay, can breathe easily once 'more 
'or actual figures shown in the but- 
cher shops ana .meat markets of New 
Jerk city indicate that th« cost 
(Teats has decreased at least 20 per 
cent in the last year. 


The drop in the cost .of meat has. 


been so gradual during the 
twelve- 


riiunth, though, that the 
ajjfrregate 


s.mount lia^ not been appreciated b> 
Housewives of the city. But. at £h« 
present time, staple cuts of beef an( 
JH.rk are costing from three to sevep 
cents less per pound than' was 
th. 
case in December, 1912. 


First news of the 
decrease 
came 


from General 'Manager Howe of Ar- 
'mour & Co. in Omaha, who Declared 
that if the consumer was paying as 
much this year as last for beef nbs 
and loins the retailor -was ta.kine an 
extra profit of about 25 per cent, as 
thi wholesale cost of beef and pork 
lias been decreased that much within 
tne year. 


An investigation at several of the 


city marke'.s showed that No. 1 ribs 
or beef sola for 30 cents in 1312, while 
tl'oy are now selling for 26 
cents. 


The wholesale price at present is 18 
cents.
